Mr. Cunline Owen writes fo the 
New Ytrk Sun that the defeat of the

medans. Mr, Owen may be rather 
straining a point when he sces in thie 
early failure a real blessing, but ap- 
parently nothing of prestige, was 
lost at the Kut which has not been 
regained. The additional and impor- 
tant fact has been impressed upon 
the Moslem world that the British 
always “come back.” 

It seems very probable that. Brit- 
ain’s mastery of the Tigris and the 
Euphrates valleys, including the vast 
oi! mines and oil fields in the prov- 
ince of Mosul, will be followed if not 
immediately, at least when the war 
is at an end, by the extension of the 
empire’s suzerainty and maybe sov- 
erignty over the whole of the south- 
ern portion of Persia. |For some 
time before the beginning of the war 
this part of Persia was recognized by 
Russia, the only other European 
power concerned, as a British, sphere 
of influence. Persia herself is in no 
rosition now, nor is she likely to be 
or many years to come, to assert 
independence of some sort of Euro- 
pean leadership and control. Her 
government has been unable to pre- 
serve order, or even to keep open 
the main roads of the country: Lack- 
ing the viciousness of the Turkish 
government, the Persian government 
has all the Turk’s inefficiency. The 
fall of Bagdad nieans the printing of 
another considerable block of red 
upon the map of the world.

Germany Must Have Speed 


Always Counted on a Quick Decision 
to Win the War 


Time appears to be the chief fac- 
tor in Germany’s calculation. From 
the -beginning of the war the domi- 
nant idea of her strategy has been 


to strike for a swift decision, and 
avoid a war of attrition. That is}, 
what wrecked, the negotiations in 


July, 1914. It is what led Germany 
through Belgium. It is what has 
made the submarine so fascinating 
to the German mind. A highly or- 
ganized autocratic government ‘which 
controls its own public opinion can 
act sharply, “get the jump” on. lum- 
bering democracies and inefficient 
empires. Speed can make up for in- 
ferior resources. /, Reasoning this 
way, the first theory was that France 
could. be climinated before Britain's 
strenght could be accumulated. The 
present theory seéms to be that Brit- 
ain can be eliminated before Ameri- 
ca’s strength can be made to count. 

But the Germans undoubtedly 
know that if they fail within the next 
few months they are utterly lost. In 
a war of attrition our resources 
would be decisive. Unless the Ger- 
mans can succeed at once they must 
fail terribly. Germany has never 
been willing to face a prolonged 
siege because it can end only one 
way. Her superior technique is dis- 
counted, if it cannot be used for a 
quick decision. The proclamation of 
unlimited submarine war means that 
Germany faces and cannot endure a 
war of resources. She strikes there- 
fore violently at England, the back- 
bone of the coalition—New Repub- 
lic. ‘

courts) The German blockade, or 
ather js dgglaration, of intcntionste 
eck: ¢, makes no pretense to ob- 
serve the rules prescribed in the Dec- 
laration of Paris, to which Prussia 
was a subscriber in 1856. It proposes 
not to establish a cordon around 
British ports and seize and condemn 
as prizes ships that try to enter with 
contraband cargoes but to loose sub- 
marines over wide areas of the high 
seas and sink indiscriminately and 
without warning the ships of all na- 
tions found within such zones. ‘The 
crews of such vessels are to have no 
chance for their lives and their own- 
ers no chance to establish their riglits 
in prize courts: 

The German declaration is recent 
enough to be remembered. [t is sum- 
med up in the one sentence, “All 
ships met within the zone will be 
sunk.” The British declaration - of 
blockade made in a note to this gov- 
ernment March 15, 1915, probably is 
not so well remembered, particularly 
in minds “seeking to justify” the 
American course, and it may be well 
to repeat its terms: Sire Edward 
Grey wrote: 

“The governinent of Great Britain 
has frankly declared, in concert with 
the government of France, its inten- 
tion to meet the “German attempt to 
stop all supplies of every kind from 
leaving or entering British or French 
ports .by, themselves stopping  sup- 
plies going to or from Germany. For 
this purpose the British fleet has in- 

1 stituted a blockade, effectively con- 
tvolled by cruiser cordon all passages 
to or from Germany by sea. The 
differences between the two policies 
is, however, that, while our object is 
the same as that of Germany, we pro- 
pose to attain it without sacrificing 
neutral ships or non-combatant lives: 
or inflicting upon neutrals the dam- 
age that must be entailed when a 
vessel and its cargo are sunk without 
notice, examination or trial. I must 
emphasize again that this measure is 
a natural and necessary consequence 
of the unprecedented: methods, re- 
pugnant to all. law and morality, 
which have been described above, and 
which Germany began to adoptiat 
the very outset of the war, and the 
effects of which have been constantly 


accumulating.” 
Germany's méthods of blockade 
never had the shadow of _ yalidity, 


and as much: was ‘tacitly adisnitted 
when the German government  an- 
nounced that it would abandon them 
after the sinking of the Sussex. The 
American: governmient had then noti- 
fied the German government that the 
continuance of diplomatic relations 
was dependent upon that abandon- 
ment. Now, after nearly a year, the 
German ‘government’ serves notice’ of 
the withdrawal of its pledge and its 
purpose to resume, without restric- 
tion, its illegal and inhumane meth- 
ods.of sea warfare, The United 
States took the only action it could 
take under its former notice,’ and is 
‘not only “toting fair,” as between the 
combatants, but with its own’ citizens, 
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In addition to this, in several places 
the Germans had blown up the road 
when the. British were near Ba- 
papme-~ : 

“To put this road in passable 
shape in two or three days had been 
a great feat for the British labor 
battalions, worthy of tribute cVen 
under .the most. favorable  circum- 
stances. Wearing their steel helmets 
the road making gangs were kept 
going night and day along its entire 


length, They are still working. 
There is no time to use ordinary mat- 
erial The men take bricks from 


the ruined village nearby, fill up the 
shell holes and roll them level when- 
ever they get the chance. Whenever 
‘there is a mine crater they build a 
road around its edge. , 
Alongside the road. thousands of 


men were working furiously laying 
a railway across the shell holes. The 
Germans had destroyed their lines 


very thoroughly, but the British en- 
ginecrs showed no signs of  resent- 
ricnt. They were quite pleased, how- 
cver, when they were able to use up 
a length of German rails. Almost as 
soon as the British troops halt thes 
find a completed line at their heels, 
bringing them everything needful. 
When the war is over the roughly
